Friedrleh Alfred Krupp succeeded; bin 
father, tho great- Krupp, in the control 
of the great establishment at Essen four- 
teen years ago; Ou hlx pay rolls there 
arc more than 55,000 men employed hi 
making cannon and other inanitions of 
war. Thirty-four governments have 
made purchases there, and more than 35,- 
000 gnus of various sizes nre- frowning 
on mankind as the result' of his opera- 
tions. This grandson of Frledrieh Krupp 
had on the day of his death nti minimi 
Income of .20,000,000 marks— 4,500,000 
more than tho German Emperor— mid 
there wasn't a king .In all tho world ill 11 1 
lind so many people directly depending 
upon him. for their livelihood. 

Tito Krupp fortunes did not come eas- 
ily.

Hemor process. The day of Sedan, when

It was nt that lime that 
Joe Cannon began to figure lu national 
affairs.

Lctaon aroused the entire region for miles 
surrounding their homes. Men and boys 
swore to be avenged if the perpetrator 
could he captured. Fosses wcro organ- 
ised and the police of many towns and 
tho sheriffs of all near-by counties 
were naked to join in tho man hunt 

Negro Arrested in Illinois, 
Dlllard was arrested - Wednesday, at 
LftwrohcDVlIIe, HI,, after jt fight with the 
town marshal, In which the negro was 
shot three times. News of his capture 
and of the suspicion that he 'was the 
assailant of Mrs. Davie nnd Mrs. Lemon 
spread rapidly and at once rumors of a 
prospective lynching arose. In order to . 
protect Diffsrd better the marshal of. 
Lawrence ville, took him- to ItobinBon, 111.-. 
John Lemon was Informed of the cap- 
ture and he hurried to' Robinson., llo - 
identified the prisoner as the perpetrator 
of the assaults In Indiana. 

Sheriff Dudley, of Sullivan, went to 
Robinson, secured tho prisoner- aud with 
several deputies to assist brought him 
to Sullivan" Thursday afternoon. The 
ehcrlff made an attempt to steal into 
town without: the knowledge of the cltl- '"- 
zens. Bat the angry farmers were on 
guard nt every conceivable spot. " Half 
a hundred determined men with revolvers 
In pockets or shotguns in hand n waited 
the sheriffs return aud they discovered 
the sheriff the moment ho reached town 
with the prisoner. 

Mob Seizes and Beat* Prisoner. 

Sheriff Dudley and the negro, accom- 
panied by the deputies, came back In a 
yvngon. As Dudley drove up to the jail 
the members of the mob ran from hiding 
places and overpowered the oillcers.'.The 
deputies offered resistance, but were com- 
pelled to rolenso the negro. Dillard 
begged for mercy. The mob beat him ' 
over the head with revolvers. 

Dlllard" was dragged Into the main. 
street, of " Sullivan and thrown into a 
wagon. The- mob then followed after 
the wagon and he wis taken to the homo 
of Sirs. DaTls, where he was identified. 
Then the mob started with the negro "for 
the" farm of John Lemon, Tho mob mean- 
time had swelled to enormous propor- 
tions. 

Mob Ontwlt* the Governor. 

Soon the mob learned that- an appeal 
had been made to Governor Durbiu for 
troops to protect Dillard. It also learned 
that the Governor' had ordered Captain" 
McCoy, with Company A of tlio Stoto '* 
guard, to leave . Vtnccnnes by special 
train and Intercept the mob at Borne point 
between Carlisle and Onktown. At once 
the mob took means to thwart the Gov- 
ernor's order. The leaders with the 
prisoner lashed their horses and drove 
to Lemon's home by a routo^kat avoided 
the railroad*'. 

It took Borne time to get the militia- 
men together and more to prepare a spe- 
cial train. Meanwhile the mob .drove the 
ten miles to Lemon's, secured the iden- 
tification of Dillard by Mrs, Lemon, and 
then started back to Sullivan, A mile , 
from, the farm tho fanners held a 'conn- v < 
ell, condemned Dlllard to death nnd," In' 
spite of his' pleas for mercy, threw a rope 
over s pole and. jerked htm into the air. 
When he was dead the raob dispersed. - 
Protests lit Jn Innocent. 

Before hie execution _ Dillard wns risked 
If he wished -to make any disposition of 
his body. 

"Yes, I want It- sent- to my mother, 
Mrs. Anna Borah, 14th street, Indian- 
apolis, **v was the reply, "I die nn inno- 
cent man .and I hope you won't bent me 
with clubs or shoot me."' 

Tho lenders of the mob assured Dillard 
they would not torture him. 

"Then I am ready to go to my maker/* 
lie sold without a tremor In his voice or 
tho least elgn of fear. Ho muttered a 
prayer rm the crowd drew him up.

Of 
Importance also are the general reciproc- 
ity treaties, which rest before the Senate 
for ratification. Tiiese conventions nro 
faced by strong .'opposition, and If a Bcri- 
o'un attempt fa made by tho administra- 
tion spokesmen to force a con elusion an 
. Interesting and probably prolonged de- 
bate will take place. Then there is the 
House bill before the Senate for a re- 
stricted immigration. Senator Henry C. 
Lodge In- n letter to a senatorial friend 
snys that lie -wilt 'try 'to secure action on 
this measure. There ia objection to tho 
bill on the ground that It would limit 
the amount of desirables .labor to bo secur- 
ed in the. United States and that It' con- 
tains other alleged .unjust features. Tho 
measure Is bound -to precipitate a-fight.- 

That nn investigation of the tariff 
along tho lines suggested by the Presi- 
dent'wili he authorized seems agreed up- 
on by Republican leaders, but whether 
by n permanent commission or by mem- 
bers of the .houses has not been deter- 
mined. 

There Ik a- wide difference among Re- 
publican Senators regarding the -pending 
reciprocity treaties. Senator Aldrich Is 
opposed to the treaties arid advocates 
maximum and minimum rates of tariff 
that can 'be. put In, force. by. the urecu- 
tivo when the. action's of -foreign govern- 
jments warrant It lie advocates tho re- 
'ductlon of rates on imports from coun- 
tries granting their minimum rates on 
American goods, while against, countries 
refusing preferential rates tha -maximum 
rates would be levied. Mr. Aldrich will

Frenchman v.ouId 
pronounce -It. Delnrey's name suffers' 
the least In an educated mouth, though 
the Towd lias a" tendency to pro- 
iHiiuicc It "Dcclarry," with a strong 
accent on the second syllable. The 
General himself.. sounds tbo end syrl- 
ablo very strongly; although the two 
oLher syllables are also pronounced 
with a distinct Btresa upon them. 
. Quaint as these ' mistakes aro to 
South Africans who understand Dutch, 
the Goncralj would no doubt be the 
first, to recognize that their pronuncla : 
tlon of certain English words must 
sound equally ludicrous to an Eng- 
lishman. Gen. De Wet, for instance, 
speaks of "Mr. Kamherlain,*' as. Mv- 
Kruger has always done,- and refers 
to "Mynheer Moorll, while Gen. De- 
larey. has; considerable ..difficulty In 
pronouncing the Iftplug "th ," the usual 
difficulty, -with foreigners. Yet the 
• General on more than one occasion 
owed Ills escape from capture to his 
preaence ( of. mind and his knowledge 
of English. Of the three, Gen. Botha 
speaks, the most correct. English, 
though ho uses a good deal of colonial 
slang.
